Kolem této 
vesnicky se usadil lid Gesky, lid 
Svato-vaclavsky, ptivodné  pfi- 
chazejici z Cech. Zde poloha ze- 
mé jest vinita, pida wrodna. 
Zde si rekli pristéhovalci: ‘“Zde 
zustaneme, zde jest dost zemé 
pro nas a pro nase syny."' 


Novy Hradec 

Tato vesni¢éka se chlubi dnes 
roku 1948, krasnym cihelnym 
kostelem a Skolou. Toto jest 
stredisko naSeho Geského lidu, 
stredisko Zivota duSevniho a 
vzdélavajiciho, Vesniéka tato do- 
stala svého nazvu bud'to, mno- 
ho Cechti pochazelo z Cechohra- 
du v Rusku, aneb ze bylo takové 
misto jesté v Cechach, Kralové 
Hradec. Tato vesniéka byla dri- 
ve nazvana, Chrudim, ale po’ 
zdéji bylo jméno zménéno na 
Hradec, protoze jinonarodovci 
nemohli jej vyslovit, — nazyva- 
il vesnickw t‘Krutim, ” Jmeno 


bylo zménéno jednou v_ osadni 


v severm Dakote. New Hradec, N.D. 


schuzi, kdy pan Vincent Kovash 
dal navrh, se tato vesnice takto 
jJmenovala. Dnes je zde jenom 
asi 60 duSi, vétSinou vyménkafi. 
Jest zde obchod, dva garage, a 
hospoda, ale nezli budeme se vi- 
ce rozepisovat, podivejme se, od- 
kud tito obyvatelé nyni budlici 
zde, prisli. 
Cechy. 


Zacalo se vypravovat v CGe- 
chach ze jsou jiné zemé, které 
maji hodné zemé, a ze by tam by- 
lh pristéhovalci vitani. Mluvilo 
se o tom, prichazeli, nabidky z 
Krymu z Ruska, ze by tam lid 
Cesky byl vitan, Ze tam je hodné 
zemé pro ruce Geské k zvelebeni. 
Toto se stalo obzvlasté v krajiné 
tak zvané Chrudimsko, kde by- 
dle! lid chudy, lid bez zemé: ten- 
to lid hledal kus chleba az za 
hranicemi ceskymi, Mluvilo se

Nalakali mno- 
hé rodiny, a skuteéné se tyto 
rodiny daly na cestu, kde bude 
slunko Stésti na né se brzy u- 
smivat.

Byla u- 
délana Cara Slechticim pfes je- 
jich plany, lid ovSem trochu 
slouzil mezi témito velkostatka- 
ri, ale brzy vySel rozkaz od cara 
ruskeho, aby zem tato byla roz- 
mérena, a kazdému pfristéhoval- 
ci byla dana Gast. CeSi tedy o-

ko cikanské vandrovani, nez pu- 
tovani cestnych lidi éeského pt- 
vodu.' Prece mySlenka je stale 
posilovala, ‘“jdeme do nové ze- 
mé, a jdeme tam za kusem chle- 
ba.” Kun tahl viz, a na tom 
koni trebas sedéla Zena aneb dé- 
ti, a muz Sel vétSinou péSky, a 
nékdy musel pfridat své sily i to- 
mu koni, kdyz byla cesta prikra, 
Penize neméli, tak na cesté Ze- 
brali, at to bylo na Moravé, Slez- 
ku aneb v Polsku. NejhorSim 
zpusobem bylo s nimi zachaze- 
v Polsku, kde prevladali zidé. 
Sest nedél se trmaceli nasi 
pionyri, aZ koneéné uvidéli slun- 
ce vychazeti se svymi Gervanky 
na Krymu, v Rusku, blizko Cer- 


rali brazdy svého pole a ne pole 
bohact tamnich. Zde zaéali bu- 
dovat svoje malé drfaky, vét3i- 
nou vykopali jamu do zemé, po- 
kryli ji slamou a travou a zde 
bydleli. 

Kdyz lidé v Cechach uslySeli 
ze vystéhovalci, CeSi do Ruska, 
obdrzeli zem, odhodlali se jiné 
rodiny, ze téz pujdou hledat svo- 
je stésti v ruskych hranicich. 
Tedy roku 1862 druha vyprava 
se utvorila v Cechach, by sledo- 
vali Slépéji svych spolubratrt a 
spolusester do Ruska. Ale kdyz 
tam pfrisli, jiny obraz je vital. 
Bylo jim kratce feéeno, ze neni 
pro né uz vice pidy. Museli se 
tedy mnozi z nich najat a praco- 


vat pro vukolni némce a pro ji- 
ni. Ale za Sest let, batuSka car 
poznovu ohlasil, ze ma jesté vi- 
ce zemé pro Cechy v éasti Ruska, 
tak zvané “Na MoloSe.” Tato 
zem lezela asi sto mil severovy- 
chodné od Krymu. Zde_ nasli 
na8i CeSi asi tak osm tisic akrt 
urodné zemé. Zde se rozhlédli, 
zacali stavéti drnaky, a pozdéji, 
vepraky. Zde zalozili vesnici, 
kterou postavili ve formé krize, 
a nazvali ji Cechohrad. OvSem 
pocatky byly bidné, strava je- 
jich byla nejprostsi, a hospoda- 
rilo se velmi primitivnim zptso- 
bem. Rusky car Alexander III. 
pujcil lidu naSemu véci, které 
potrebovali, to jest pujcil jim 
penize na dlouhé splatky, a s té- 
mito penézi si mohli poridit, ¢e- 
ho potrebovali. Ale veliké Stésti 
se stalo carovi, narodil se mu 
naslednik trinu, a tedy ze vdé¢- 
nosti odpustil lidem vSechny dlu- 
hy. Ale nebyly urody takové, ja- 
ké si lid pral; byla sucha, zaéal 1 
hlad v Cechohradé a ve vikoli. 
Aékoliv kazdy otec obdrzel 15. 
desentin, (40 akri), a kazda o- 
soba muzského pohlavi téz do- 
stala stejného nadilu, nebylo to 
prece moc. Byli zde uz nékteri 
CeSi kolem dvacet let, a jejich

mySlenky zase se otacely jinafn, 
nebot’ zase prichazeli k nim zpra- 
vy, ze jest lepSi zem nez Rusko, 
a ta zem se jmenovala Amerika. 
Prijizdéli tak zvani ‘‘agenti,’ kte- 
Fi vybizeli Cechy, aby se odsté- 
hovali do této nové zemé, ktera 
méla miti tolika blahobytu. Uz 
jim to zase za¢alo vrtat v hla- 
vach, a nékteri zacali planovat, 
“Jak bych se ja dostal do Ame- 
riky.” Zde v Rusku prece ne- 
byla takova slibna budoucnost, 
jak se jim snilo jeSté v Cechach.

Prodali svoj hospodarstvi a 
zacali se stéhovat zpét pres Ce- 
chy do Némecka, do Hamburgu, 
a na lod’é které je vétSinou po 
dvou tydnech pfivezli do pfista- 
vu Liverpool, a pozdéji do New 
York aneb Baltimore. To si mt- 
zem predstavit, Ze naSi CeSi ne- 
jeli v prvni tridé, ale vétSinou 
v tej nejposlednéjsi, a zkuSeno- 
sti nebyly ty nejlepSi, Vykro- 
cili tedy na ptidu Americk ou, 
plny radosti, ze nyni jsou v té 
zaslibené zemi. MySlenky se jim 
mihali, hlavami, “jak to asi bu- 
de zde.” Jejich pevna vira v 
Boha a jejich vile pracovati po- 
ctivé pro svij chleb je drzela v 
radostné mysli.

Neboztik Anton 
Hanel prijel téz pul roku dfive 
do Menno, nez ostatni skupina,

se kolem sebe a nevidéla, ze by 
zde bylo néco pro né, totiz né- 
jaka zem, zanechali Menno a jeli 
70 mil na pulnoc do méstecka 
Bowdle, blizko Aberdeen. V Bow- 
dle stravili dva tydny, nakoupili 
si naradi zde v Severni Dakota, 
ponévadz jim bylo feéeno, Ze dal 
na ptlnoc niceho nepofridi.

Brief History of the Czechs In 
New Hradec, N. Dak. 


ilies. We will pick up the thread 
of our pioneers in South Dakota. 
May 7, 1887 in a little town of 
Menno, S. Dak., we find two 
Czech families, namely Frank 
Kussy and Wencl Sadowsky Jr. 
More came to this place as time 
went on. A little group there- 
fore formed itself of the 
Czech emigrants. They found 
nothing suitable in Menno, and 
hence they looked westward. 
They went about 70 miles from 
Menno to a town called Bowdle, 
near Aberdeen, S, Dak. In 
Bowdle they spent two weeks, 
bought farm implements because 
they were told that nothing 
could be bought in the north- 
westerly direction. Just as 
around Menno, so around Bowdle 
they searched for land, but no- 
thing suited them. Around the 
Missouri River there was land, 
but not sufficient for the whole 
group, and no one would stay 
behind if the rest went ahead. 
Someone told them that if they 
go farther West that there they 
would get homesteads. So they 
went again about 70 miles north 
and about two miles from a 
village called Minchester they 
stopped and again looked for 
land, Someone heard somewhere 
that around Bismarck, N. D. 
land was more plentiful for 
the emigrants. When they got 
to Bismarck, only then they 
_ found out that they had to go 
West to a town called Dickinson, 


In the year 1861, the condi- 
tions in Bohemia were bad, poor- 
er people had no land, and no 
hope of getting some for their 
families, hence they turned 
their eyes Eastward to Russia. 
In that part of Bohemia 
known as the Chrudim district, 
much poverty existed. News 
came that in Crimea, by the 
Black Sea, the emperor was giv- 
ing away land to those who 
would care to settle it. After 
six weeks of difficult travel 
from Bohemia to Crimea, these 
people saw the sun rise on the 
Russian soil. Here they were 
given parcels of land, and many 
of them worked for the nobility, 
but conditions were not such as 
were depicted by the agents 
from Russia. Those that ob- 
tained land, built sod houses, 
and lived in them for many 
years. Families began to grow 
and the anxious father 
looked about and saw that there 
would be no land for his sons. 
Thoughts again began to swerve 
elsewhere. Agents from Amer- 
ica depicted this land as 
the land of promise. Many 
sold their little belongings and 
hit the trail back across 
Bohemia to Germany where 
they in majority, boarded 
Ships that were to take them 
to America. Most of those who 
were going to America were 
German families, out among 
these were sprinkled Czech fam- 
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Catholic War Veterans 


and in the vicinity of that town, 


much land was at their disposal. 
This journey from Bismarck 
they undertook about July 25, 
1887. The members of this 
group settled north west of 
Dickinson, in the vicinity what 
is known today as New Hradec, 
N. D. In the group these emi- 
grants were the following Jo- 
seph Rambousek Sr., John Kin- 
zel, Joseph Pavlish, Vincent Ko- 
vash and others. In the year 
1890 others came, namely John 
Karsky . Sr., Vaclav Stranik, 
Alois Kudrna, Vaclav Koselecky. 
In 1891 more came, Anton Pirkl, 
Bohuslav Havelka, Joseph Ridl, 
John Ridl, Frank Kralicek, 
Rudolph Pavlicek, Frank Pavli- 
cek, 

The life of these pioneers was 
a simple life. Their confidence 
in God was, however, supreme. 
First five years they spent on 
the North Dakota soil, they had 
no church. They used to con- 
vene however in private houses 
and prayers were said and the 
gospel was read by one of them. 
At that time Rev. Joseph 
Studnicka used to come into this 
vicinity from the Eastern part 
of the State and serve the 
Czechs. To be definite, Father 
Studnicka was pastor at that 
time in Wahpeton, N. Dak. 

About eleven years these pion- 
eers got along without a church. 
Baptisms were performed about 
a quarter of a mile from the 
present New Hradec village on 
a farm called Wenzel Kostelecky 
farm. The land where the pre- 
sent village of New Hradec 
stands was donated by the rail- 


road company, amounting to 40 
acres. A meeting was called 
with the idea of building a 
church of God for their spiritual 
needs. This idea became a real- 
ity in October 1898. It was 
agreed that a frame church be 
built. 


There were 26 founders of this 
parish, which was dedicated to 
the apostles Sts. Peter and Paul. 
Following are the founders of 
the parish of Sts. Peter and 
Paul: Vincent Kovash, Vaclav 
Sadowsky, Vaclav Sadowsky Jr., ° 
Anton Sadowsky, Frank Sadow- 
sky, John Kinzel, Vincent Ur- 
banec, Vaclav Hurych, Joseph 
Semerad, John Kovash, Frank 
Kovash, John Bezdicek, Vaclav 
Jirges, Joseph Polensky, Joseph 
Karsky, John J, Karsky, Vaclav 
Kostelecky, Alois Kudrna, Vac- 
lav Zimbrick, Frank Faimon, 
Vaclav Stranik, Anton Hanel, 
John Maresh, Joseph Rambou- 
sek, Anton Pavlicek and Joseph 
Dolechek. 

The parish was founded and 
built in 1898; Oct. 23 it was 
blessed. The first nuptials that 
were celebrated here were that 
of Frank Ficek Jr., and Mary 
Hanel. This couple is stil] liv- 
ing at this time. At this time 
the pastor in St. Joseph’s’ 
Church in Dickinson, N. Dak. 
was the Rev. Thomas Rabstein- 
ek, a true Bohemian priest. He 
served the Czechs at New Hra- 
dec, on the holy days of obli- 
gation. On the feast of St. 
Wenceslaus, the patron of the 
Czechs, this zealous priest al- 
ways had services for his fellow 
countrymen with much pomp 
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and circumstance. Father Rab- 
steinek in due time told the peo- 
ple that they should seek their 
own parish priest. One fall Vin- 
cent Kovash while on a trip to 
Chicago to sell his steers in the 
Chicago markets stopped off at 
the Benedictine Fathers begging 
the mthat they send them a 
Czech priest. As a result Rev. 
Vaclav Grunt was sent. This was 
about 1904 or 1905. He stayed 
however only 8 months and dur- 
ing this time he built a parish 
" house at the cost of $2,800.00. 

Next pastor that followed was 
Rev, Edward Kasal. This priest 
was known as the cow boy 
priest.. This priest took charge 
of the U. S. Post Office in New 
Hradec, built a hall in 1906 for 
the people to get together. The 
first public school of New Hra- 
dec was built, and here Mr. J. 
Peleska taught for many years. 
This zealous pastor helped orga- 
nize Dunn County. He was the 
first one that had the telephone 
come to New Hradec. He intro- 
cuced the first cream separator 
in this vicinity. At times he went 
Where he served his fellow 
countrymen spiritually. Father 
Kasal said at that time refer- 
ring to the conditions of his par- 
ish: “We are now so independent 
of everybody that we need no 
policeman, no sheriff, no jails 
only the church.” Governor 
Burke asked Father Kasal that 
he suggest who could be the 
first officials of the new formed 
Dunn County. 

Then Rev. John C., Smoley, 
became pastor. He baptized 
the first person in this parish 


Sept. 4, 1910. He was a Slo- 
vene, and he did not speak the 
Czech language fluently. He 
was the great soldier priest, and 
a officer of an army in the 
old country. The baptismal re- 
cord shows that he baptized for 
the last time in New Hradec, 
June 29, 1914. Rev. John Przy- 
tarski was his successor, who 
was a Polish nobleman. He 
stayed till fall of 1916. He was 
followed by Rev. Frank B. To- 
manek, During his pastorate 
the old frame church was des- 
troyed by fire in 1917. Father 
Tomanek began to work for a 
new church. When the old 
church was burning Mr. Wen- 
ceslaus Zimbrick saved some 
statues, and he hurt himself and 
later died from the strain. Now 
Mass was celebrated in the hal] 
referred’ to shortly before. 
Where the old church stood to- 
day there stands a beautiful 
crucifixion group of granito 
stone donated to the parish in 
memory of the boys in service 
in the second world war by 
Frank Marsh and his family, 


A new brick church and school, 
a combination building, was 
built and stands to this day. 
The cost was about $26,000.00. 
The church sets about 350 peo- 
ple, has beautiful walnut al- 
tars, stations of the cross and 
hard wood pews. Almost every- 
thing for the interior was donat- 
ed by generous parishioners, 
The church has one spire, where 
a pleasing voiced bell calls the 
faithful to worship. To the 
North of the present church is 
located the cemetery with about 
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400 deceased parishioners sleep- 
ing the sleep of the just. All 
the pioneers are buried therein 
except Joseph Zimbrick, 64 
years old was buried on Frank 
Saetz’s land in 1888. 

After Emile Tomanek, came 
Father Emile Bubik, and he 
stayed until Rev. Joseph Vytisk 
came who had paid the debt left 
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by his predecessor on the church 
and school. June 1, 1934 Rev. 
Ladislaus Brydl became pastor. 
A new school is being built this 
year to accommodate the parish- 
ioners children. The fall of 1947 
the footings and the foundation 
were poured and sewerage 
disposal was inaugurated for the 
old and new school. 


Catholic War Veterans 
St. Peter and Paul Post No. 956 


A group of War Veterans got 
together Sunday September 22, 
1946 to organize a New Post. 
Our Bishop, Most Rey. Vincent 
J. Ryan, D.D., is most anxious 
to have the veterans united be- 
cause much good can be done 
by them as a unit. This group 
of veterans cnose the Sts, Peter 
and Paul Post of New Hradec, 
and later received its official 
number from New York head- 
quarters as No. 956. The char- 
ter members of this post are An- 
ton J. Sadowsky as Post Com- 
mander, Albert Bren first vice 
commander, Willism R. Sadow- 
sky 2nd Vice Commander,

commander, Robert F. Volesky 
Post Adjutant, Laudie Karsky, 
treasurer, Robert Jablonsky 
Judge Advocate, Richard Sadow- 
sky Welfare Officer, Richard 
Marsh, historian, Joe Havelka 
Officer of the Day, Anton J. 
Karsky Medical officer, and Joe 
Meduna, Robert J. Volesky and 
John Chorne as Post. trustees. 
Other charter members were Al- 
bert and Louis Meduna and 


Charles Bren. Since then many 
new members have joined the 
ranks. At the first meeting the 
members decided to meet once a 


*month, the third Sunday of the 


month, and to receive the Sacra- 
ments every three months in 
body. 

The Catholic War Veterans of 
New Hradec nave started an 
album. In this album the Mili- 
tary History aad a photo of each 
member is contained. This al- 
bum is not completed as of this 
day due to the fact that some 
parish members are still in the 
Service, 

Some activities during the 
past year were, a prize to be 
given to the three outstanding 
students in religion in the Sts. 
Peter and Paul school in New 
Hradec. The prizes to be aSard- 
ed at the commencement exer- 
cises, Also for the annual church 
Fa'r the Vets have donated a 
shot gun and all the proceeds 
to the parish fund. This ven- 
ture was a great success despite 
the youthfulness of the club.

History of the Sodality 
of the Blessed 
Virgm Mary 


The Sodality of Our Lady was 
organized October 19, 1941 at 
New. Hradec, North Dakota, un- 
der the direction of Sister M. 
Florence, the presiding advisor. 
The title, “Sodality of Our 
Lady” ws then chosen as the 
name for the active group, 
Whose purpose is to be true 
followers of our Mother Mary 
and active young ladies of Sts. 
Peter and Paul Parish. 

Officers were elected by bal- 
lot. Charter members were the 


following: 

Alice Sadowsky ...... Prefect 
Lillian Ficek ..... Vice-prefect 
Mary UK arsiky ane we ne Secretary 
Cecelia Buresh ..... Treasurer 


The decision was made that 
five cents a month or sixty 
cents a year be paid as regular 
dues to the Treasurer and all 
the funds of the Sodality be 
used for the upkeep of the altar 
and wherever else needed. Spirit- 
ual values of a Sodalist are be- 
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yond number. Ranking highest 
among these are: Confession and 
Holy Communion every first 
Sunday of the month and month- 
ly Mass offered for the inten- 
tion of all Sodalists; Plenary 
and Partial Indulgences to be 
gained on all feasts of Mary 
and special days. The feast of 


.the Immaculate Conception, De- 


cember 8, was chosen as Recep- 
tion Day. December 1941 eight 
new members were added. “Once 
a Sodalist, always a Sodalist” 
is the law. Regular meetings are 
held every first Sunday of the 
month. At this time all mem- 
bers approach the Sacraments 
in a body. During the first year 


‘the Sodalists sponsored a Valen- 


tine Party in February, con- 
ducted about eight Study Clubs, 
painted the interior of K.D. Hall, 
held a Mother’s Day Banquet, 
and a June picnic. 


September 1942 the Sodalists 
under the new Moderator, Sis- 
ter M, Prima, launched out into 
even greater undertakings. The 
first was the introduction of 
steady subscriptions to the 
“Queen’s Work.’”’ Towards the 
end of September a formal dance 
Was given in the Parish Hall. 
October 3, 1942, donned in for- 


‘mals, the Sodalists presented 


publicly in church a newly gilt- 
ed chalice. October 11 a plate 
luncheon was served. The last 
of November a Basket Social 
was sponsored for the public. 
In December the entire fund of 
$103.60 was presented to the 
Pastor as a Christmas gift to- 
ward a new living room suite. 
The girls have added many arti- 
cles for church use such as doz- 
ens of vigil light glasses, a vari- 
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ety of artificial flowers, altar 
linens, and a white stole. 

A beautiful custom esta- 
bilshed here in our Sodality by 
our Moderator, Sister M. Prima, 
is the participation of all Sodal- 
ists in a Sodality wedding when- 
ever any member enters the 
married state. As the bridal 
party enters the church, all the 
Sodalists, dressed in pastel for- 
mals and white veils, arch with 
flowers in the main aisle and 
again at the recessional. The 
bride then goes directly to the 
altar of Mary where she pre- 
sents her bouquet at the feet 
of the Blessed Mother while the 
choir sings the hymn “Krasna 
jsi Maria.” From there the 
bridal party enters the sanctu- 
ary. 

December 6, 1942 the newly 
elected officers were: 


Hattie Suh vere one. Prefect 
Martha Kovash ... Vice-prefect 
Mary Karsky ...... Secretary 
Collete Fieber ...... Treasurer 


Formal Reception of new mem- 
bers was introduced. From 
March 1943 on through the 
dur-ation of the war, the girls 
drew the names of Boys in 
Service each month and daily of- 
fered a decade of the rosary for 
the respective Sailor, Soldier, or 
Marine. 

May 2, 1943, the Sodalists 
conducted their first May Pro- 
cession and Coronation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. On the 
second Sunday of May they also 
sponsored a Mother’s Day Ban- 
quet and sold carnations. 
Throughout the summer months 
chances were sold on $5.00 in 


War Stamps. $75.00 was given 
to the parish for marbelizing 
the two side altars. 

December 5, 1943 found the 
Sodalists led by 


Hattie ih varus ieee or Prefect 
Alice Sadowsky ... Vice-prefect 
Marie Sadowsky .... Secretary 
Bertha Karsky ..... Treasurer 


At the parish meeting December 
19, the Sodalists were in charge 
of a luncheon, January 7, 1944, 
the K. D. Hall was used for a 
Barn Dance. In April a $50.00 
donation was given toward the 
Blessed Mother’s altar in the 
Holy Spirit Cathedral at Bis- 
marck. The last of April an 
evening meeting was held with 
the Rev. L. C, Bryd! present. 
The Coronation ceremony took 
place on the first Sunday of 
May, A Mother’s Day Dinner 
on the second, and a Bingo game 
on the third Sunday. On the 
fourth Sunday the Sodalists 
vested in gowns formed the Liv- 
ing oRsary in the aisles of the 
church. A fourth $100.00 was 
donated toward ‘the new school 
fund. The Sodalists held their 
own picnic in July. A Harvest 
Carnival was a new feature held 
October 1, 1944. December 3, 
1944, election results were:

The usual May activites were 
conducted with a Spring Festi- 
val held on the third Sunday. 
July 12, 1945, our Sodality was 
affiliated with the Prima Pri- 
marium in Rome entitling us to 
all indulgences. A Communion 
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Breakfast was held August 5th. 
November 28, 1945 a duck sup- 
per was sponsored with splen- 
did success. In December a desk 
lamp was given to the Pastor 
as a Christmas gift and a new 
vacuum sweeper was purchased 
for the church.

In February another $100 was 
contributed toward the new 
school fund. March 3, 1946, our 
Sodality Paper originated and 
was edited by Agnes Ficek and 
her supporting committee. It 
was called “O, L. S. News” and 
distributed monthly with the 
Parish Bulletin. The Young 
Ladies took an active part in 
the celebration of Father Brydl’s 
fifteenth anniversary of Ordina- 
tion. The New Sodality Build- 
ing Fund in St. Louis was aided 
by our $5.00 donation. The 
Sodalists sponsored a film ‘“Mel- 
ody Master’ for the public on 
the eevning of Mother’s Day. 
Mission articles were sold dur- 
ing the mission by a special com- 
mittee of girls. Due to the mar- 
riage of the Treasurer, Beatrice 
Sadowsky was elected to take 
over the office. As a piece of 
Catholic Action, the Sodality 
sent Alice and Margaret Sadow- 
sky to the Grail Summer School 
at Wahpeton, North Dakota for 
one week. For Christmas of 
1946, a new crib was purchased 
by the Sodalists. 

During the months of 1947, 
chances were sold on an expen- 


Sive cedar chest toward which 
each Sodalist donated an article 
of needlework. This chest to- 
gether with its contents was 
raffled on Ascension Day after 
a dance in the K.D. Hall. This 
was our greatest project and re- 
sulted in boosting our fund to 
the largest amount we ever had.

As a Golden Jubilee gift to the 
parish, our Sodality has donated 
a $100 sanctuary carpet for the 
church. September 1947, the 
Sodalists donated a bicycle to 
the parish bazaar, Chances were 
sold and the proceeds turned 
over to the parish. 

Numbering fifty members in 
the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Parish of Sts. Peter and Paul, 
we hope to carry on in even 
greater and wider fields in years 
to come. May our Blessed Lady 
ever look with pleasure upon us. 


SS. Peter and Paul 
School 


Through the zealous, self-sa- 
crificing spirit of the Pastor and 
Parishioners, the erection of the 
new church and school at New 
Hradec, North Dakota, was com- 
pleted in the fall of 1917. Bi- 
shop Wehrle through his earnest 
efforts to secure religious teach- 
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ers for the Diocese of Bismarck, 
succeeded after several applica- 
tions, in procuring the: School 
Sisters of Notre Dame from 
Mankato, Minnesota, The first 
Community of four School Sis- 
ters, Sister M. Adalbert, Sister 
M. Piata, Sister M, Gunthildis, 
and Sister Mary. (Sister M. A- 
dalbert) arrived at Dickinson 
December 20, 1917. They were 
met by the Rev, Pastor, Father 
Tomanek and reached New Hra- 
dec that same evening. Having 
arrived unexpectedly a week a- 
head of time, preparations for 
their coming could not be made 
by the parishioners. The Sis- 
ters were served their first meal 
of dry bread and black coffee at 
the Rectory. After supper the 
four Sisters were escorted across 
the Cemetery by Mrs. John Kar- 
sky, then President of the Rosa- 
ry Society, over to the new 
School and Convent. Here they 
were met and welcomed by seve- 
ral other good women of the 
Parish, Mrs. Vincent Kovash, 
Mrs. Anton Ficek, and Mrs. John 
Zimbrick, The Sisters ere in- 
troduced to their new home and 
very favorably impressed by 
their new surroundings. How- 
ever, sufficient provisions in 
bedding were found wanting and 
the Sisters were obliged to use 
their own cloaks for covering 
until more blankets and quilts 
could be purchased, The pre- 
sent Office and Music Room 
served as the first Community 
Room for the Sisters. Lack of 
furniture necessitated the use of 
trunks as chairs. December 21st 
Sister M. Piata cooked the first 


breakfast in the: Convent kitch- 
en, That same day the good 
people supplied the Sisters with 
and abundance of food which 
lasted almost two weeks. The 
Sisters attended the first funeral 
service held in Room I. Mr, Pe- 
leska acted as Organist and Ser- 
ver. December 24, the Sisters 
prepared the High Altar in the 
new church upon which the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass was 
offered for the first time at Mid- 
nighew Christmases Due to 1a 
shortage of altar linens, the Sis- 
ters were obliged to use one of 
their wimples as a third altar 
cloth. Words are inadequate to 
express the feelings and emo- 
tions in that holiest of hours pre- 
vailing on those who were pri- 
vileged to assist that night. 

SS. Peter and Paul School o- 
pened January 7, 1918 with an 
enrollment of 23 pupils. There 
were no desks nor books to be- 
gin with, Due to a heavy snow- 
storm, beds could not be deli- 
vered from Dickinson and only 
two boarders could be accomo- 
dated. By May the total enroll- 
ment increased to 66 pupils. The 
first children’s entertainment 
was given March 31, down in the 
basement where a temporary 
stage had been constructed. A 
Bohemian comedy ‘Svestkovy 
paj” in which Isadore Tuhy 
played the leading role was pre- 
sented. A recitation “Petr v Ci- 
zine” was given by Joseph A- 
damski. The upper grade boys 


took part in a Dumbbell Drill 
which was exquisitely done, The 
program was thoroughly en- 
April 


joyed by the audience. 
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1918, Sister Superior M. Adal- 
bert became seriously ill and 
was removed to St. Alexius Ho- 
spital at Bismarck where she 
died in May. Sister Cecelia sub- 
stituted as teacher for the upper 
grades until the completion of 


the term. Sister M. Genevieve 
took over the choir work until 
August 1918. During the latter 
part of August the new Supe- 
rior and principal, Sister M. Jo- 
hanna, arrived at New Hradec 
to take charge of the place and 
also take over the organ and 
choir work, Sister started rais- 
ing poultry and several cows 
were purchased to provide the 
necessary subsistence for Sis- 
ters and boarders. Sister’s great 
love of God’s nature and beauty 
urged her to plant trees around 
the church and school. Today 
the beautiful cedars surround- 
ing the building, stand like sen- 
tinels on guard, a loving tribute 
to the memory of good Sister M. 
Johanna, 

June 20, 1920, Eighth Grade 
Diplomas were distributed for 
the first time by Father Bubik 
to three graduates, Emily Ko- 
vash, Anna Karsky, and Rose 
Karsky. July 22 of that same 
year, the first young lady of the 
parish to enter the Congregation 
of the School Sisters of Notre 
Dame was Philomena Zimbrick 
now known as Sister M. Chari- 
tas. 

In September 1921 the enroll- 
ment increased and it became ne- 
cessary to make two classrooms 
in the church basement, one for 
the Grammar Grades and one 
for the Intermediate. The class- 


room on the first floor was par- 
titioned into two rooms thus pro- 
viding a large Community Room 
and Dormitory for the Sisters. 
The two rooms on second floor 
were used as dormitories for the 
boarders. 


June 28, 1922, the second 
young lady of the parish, Justi- 
na Zimbrick, better known as 
Sister M. Fides, left for Manka- 
to, Minnesota, where she entered 
the Candidature of the School 
Sisters of Notre Dame. Through 
the zealous labor and prayers 
of the good Sisters, the seed for 
religious vocations was early 
planted in this parish, The 
beautiful example set by the two 
Zimbrick Sisters bears evidence 
for on July 2, 1924, two more 
young ladies, Emily Kovash 
(Sister M. Vincent) and Ludmil- 
la Pavlichek (Sister M. Perpe- 
tua) left for Mankato, Minneso- 
ta, where they entered the Can- 
didature to consecrate their 
lives to God’s service in the re- 
ligious state. 

1927 shows a record of 57 
boarders enrolled during the 
three months in preparation for 
Holy Communion. This is the 
highest number recorded thus 
far. In 1933, the total enroll- 
ment had gone up to 78 pupils. 
August 28, 1933, Eleanore Dvo- 
rak (Sister M. Bertila) entered 
the Candidature at Mankato, 
Minnesota. Her entrance brought 
the number of religious voca- 
tions to five. She died Oct. 15, 
1939. 

June 1, 1934, Father Vytisk 
left New Hradec and the newly 
appointed Pastor, Father L, C. 
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Brydl arrived to take charge of 
SS. Peter and Paul Parish. Au- 
gust 23, 1934, Sister Superior M. 
Bozena left New Hradec and Sis- 
ter M, Adalbert was appointed 
as Superior and Principal. 


January 7, 1935, the Upper 
Grade classroom became a Pu- 
blic School and the Seventh and 
Eighth Grade teacher was to be 
paid by the School District. Sep- 
tember 7, 1936, school opened 
with such a large enrollment 
that it was impossible to acco- 
modate all the pupils in three 
classrooms. Consequently, it be- 
came necessary to open a fourth 
classroom. A part of the church 
basement was partitioned off to 
serve as a dormitory for the 
boys. One of the bedrooms on 
the second floor was trans- 
formed in to a classroom for 
Grades Three and Four. This 
alteration of rooms providing a 
fourth classroom and teachers 
permitted a division of two 
grades for each room. This new 
improvement promoted many 
great advantages in more effi- 
cient teaching. The Community 
of Sisters increased from five 
of the previous year to eight Sis- 
ters in 1936. 

In 1937 the Eighth Grade par- 
ticipated in the Diocesan Rural 
Life Essay Contest. SS. Peter 
and Paul School had the honor 
of seeing one of her pupils, A- 
lois Buresh, capture First Prize. 
This year again proved fruitful 
in vocations not only to the Sis- 
terhood, but also to the Priest- 
hood. August 28, 1937, Mary 
Bren (Sister M, Elsa) entered 
the Candidature of the School 


Sisters of Notre Dame at Man- 
kato, Minnesota. Alois Buresh 
left for Lisle, Illinois, where he 
was to attend St. Procopius Aca- 
demy in preparation for entrance 
in to the Order of Benedictine 
Fathers. 


Palm Sunday, April 12, 1938, 
a Passion Play ‘Pontia’” under 
the direction of Sister M. Adal- 
bert, was presented by the four 
Upper Grades. A vested choir 
of thirty boys rendered choruses 
of Bohemian hymns _ between 
acts. It was one of the most in- 
spiring plays presented at New 
Hradec, leaving a lasting impres- 
sion upon the entire audience. 
June 14, 1939, the Seventh 
Grade girls presented a Bohe- 
mian operetta in honor of Father 
Bezdicek, a former boy from 
this parish, who sang his first 
Mass at SS. Peter and Paul 
Church. In August of the same 
year, the coal bin on the south 
side of the church was trans- 
formed in to a playroom, thus 
providing more space for the 
children’s recreations. When the 
number of boarders increased, 
it also served as a dormitory. 
June 7, 1940, Sister M. Adal- 
bert, Superior and Principal for 
the past six years and teacher 
of Grades Seven and Eight for 
eight years, left New Hradec for 
a new field of labor. However, 
Sister’s zealous efforts to build 
up the school shall long be re- 
membered by the parishioners. 
It was during her Principal- 
ship that the opening of a fourth 
classroom and construction of a 
larger dormitory made an in- 
crease in enrollment possible. 
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Her successor, Sister M, Bozena, 
returned to New Hradec, August 
7, for a second term as Superior 
and Principal. The enrollment 
that September increased so 
much that the large number of 
Boarders could not be accomo- 
dated in the dining room. The 
Sisters were of necessity obliged 
to give up their Refectory which 
up till now had been a part of 
the Boarder’s dining room par- 
titioned off by a heavy curtain. 
The only space available for the 
Sisters’ Refectory was the laun- 
dry which still serves this pur- 
pose today. 

May 10, 1942, the entire school 
participated in a Mother’s Day 
Program given at the new K, D. 
Hall for the first time. It con- 
sisted of a variety of numbers, 
several dedicated to the Mothers 
of the parish. In June Sister 
Superior M. Bozena because of 
illness, was called to Mankato, 
Minnesota for a complete rest 
after two years of strenuous la- 
bor, 

August 1942, Sister M. Celine 
Was appointed to succeed Sister 
M. Bozena as Superior, Principal, 
and teacher of Grades Seven and 
Eight. The enrollment this year 
reached its peak when 143 pu- 
pils were registered in Septem- 
ber. 92 of this total were Board- 
ers. This is the largest number 
of pupils ever recorded at SS. 
Peter and Paul School. Class- 
rooms and dormitories were o- 
vercrowded. Double deckers 
were built in both Boy’s and 
Girl’s Dormitories in order to ac- 
commodate more beds, Members 
of the School Board solved a 


part of the shortage problem by 
supplying desks from rural coun- 
try schools which were closed. 
A private home owned by Frank 
Binstock was rented and used as 
a Girl’s Dormitory. However, 
November 18, a fire of unknown 
origin broke out at about 11:30 
A.M, and the home with all the 
beds and bedding was complete- 
ly destroyed within a few mi- 
nutes. This resulted in over- 
crowded conditions in the school 
building proper as the girls who 
had slept in the private home 
left bedless and therefore had to 
be relocated. New beds had to 
be purchased to replace the 
burned ones, 


May 7, 1944, the four Upper 
Grades presented a five act Bo- 
hemian play “Za Neznamym Bo- 
hem,” under the direction of Sis- 
ter M. Celine. Magdalene Sa- 
dowsky played the leading role. 
Elaborate scenery, stage equip- 
ment, and costuming, marked 
this play as one of the most 
beautiful ever presented by the 
school children at New Hradec. 
The weird, sad, and pleasant 
scenes left the audience deeply 
impressed according to compli- 
ments received. 

May 28, 1944, Graduation ex- 
ercises were conducted during 
May Devotions Sunday evening. 
Diplomas were conferred by 
Father Brydl to 21 Graduates, 
the largest Eighth Grade ever 
recorded in the Annals of SS. Pe- 
ter and Paul School. That eve- 
ning the Graduate girls also took 
part in the “Living Rosary” con- 
ducted by the Young Ladies’ So- 
dality. 
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September 1, 1944, school o- 
pened with an enrollment of 118 
pupils. 94 of these were regi- 
stered as boarders. This is the 
highest number of boarders ever 
recorded in all the past years 
and also the most crowded con- 
dition that SS. Peter and Paul 
School ever experienced. Due to 
the hospitalization of our Pas- 
tor, Father Brydl, who suffered 
severe burns in August, a High 
Mass in honor of the Holy Ghost 
was sung by Father Adrian Kle- 
pac, O.8.B.,. from Dickinson. 
During the following months 


Mass was said occasionally by - 


Fathers coming out from Dickin- 
son and Killdeer until the return 
of the Pastor in November. 


October 10, 1945, marks the 
red letter day for SS. Peter and 
Paul School. The ground was 
blessed and the first shovel of 
soil turned over by Father Bry- 
dl. The Trustees and several 
other members of the parish 
were also present, Albert Ficek 
operating the tractor began the 
actual excavation. With the as- 
sistance of Joe V. Ridl and his 
caterpillar, the excavation was 
completed within a few days. 

February 7, 1946, brought an 
unexpected closing of school for 
one week when a streptococcus 
germ was discovered among the 
children. Several pupils wer ho- 
spitalized and one was in a cri- 
tical condition. The County 
Health Nurse, Mary F, Hushka, 
examined all the children before 
leaving and again upon their re- 
turn to make certain that no new 
cases would develop. In April a 
new slide was purchased for the 


playground to provide more a- 
musement and exercise fo rthe 
children. June 2, SS. Peter and 
Paul Parish witnessed the Gra- 
duation Exercises of the twen- 
ty-seventh class of nineteen Gra- 
duates who received their Eighth 
Grade Diplomas, This is the se- 
cond largest class of boys and 
girls since 1917, to pass the por- 
tals of SS. Peter and Paul School. 

September 9, 1946, school o- 
pened with an enrollment of 105 
pupils, 81 of whom were regi- 
stered as boarders. This total 
shows a slight decrease especail- 
ly in the four Upper’ Grades. 
More equipment was added to 
the playground in the form of 
a Pole Goal for the purpose of 
playing Basket Ball. This has 
aroused high enthusiasm in Ath- 
letics and Basket Ball has be- 
come the favorite sport of the 
Seventh and Eighth Grade boys. 
A 4H Club was also organized 
in September and has since be- 
come very active, especially the 
Boy’s division under the leader- 
ship of Laudie Ficek. 

January 1, 1947, marked the 
official opening of the Centen- 
nial Year of the School Sisters 
of Notre Dame. The Congrega- 
‘tion originating in France was 
suppressed, but reestablished in 
Germany by MotHer Mary The- 
resa and Bishop Witman. July 
31, 1947, Mother Theresa with 
four Sisters arrived at New 
York. In 1850 the first Mother- 
house was founded in Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin, which still re- 
mains the governing body of the 
American foundations. The Con- 
gregation since 1847 has spread
